Of inestimable value to 
EM’s, officers, and wives of 
service men, is Anza’s legal 
Assistance Office presided 
over by Lt. Roos, under the 
direction of the Judge Advo¬ 
cate. 

Established to furnish assistance 
on virtually all legal problems, 
this office has done a landslide 
business since its inception. In 
the past seven months alone ap¬ 
proximately 700 cases have been 
handled which include the drawing 
of wills; divorce cases; and allot¬ 
ment problems. 

Recently, on a Friday morning, 
the office received 43 applications 
for naturalization proceedings. 
The same night pictures of the 
men were taken and the following 
morning the men were transport¬ 
ed to Mexico from which point 
they made legal entry into the 
United States. Monday morning 
the men became naturalized citi¬ 
zens. That is a tremendous ac¬ 
complishment and indicates how 
promptly and efficiently the prob¬ 
lems of our service men are cared 
for. 

The Legal Assistance Office is 
available for consultation at all 
times. Feel free to bring any 
problem confronting you, which 
requires legal counsel, to them.

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Train Food Prices 
Gouge Soldiers 

Gripe number one of soldiers 
traveling via railroad day coaches 
is the stiff price of food and 
drink. 

Because the Restaurant Price 
Branch of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration has received many 
complaints from servicemen, par¬ 
ticularly in the South and West, 
about overcharges for beverages 
and sandwiches sold by train ped¬ 
dlers, moves have been made to 
correct these abuses. 

Soldiers, according to the OPA, 
have been objecting to paying 25c 
for a ham sandwich and another 
two bits for coffee or milk. Candy 
bars, they report, frequently cost 
15 or 20c. 

The OPA has published ceiling 
prices on all these food and drink 
items and railroads are required to 
adhere to them. If the train ped¬ 
dlers ignore the ceilings, they are 
liable to arrest by an MP or a 
civilian policeman. Turn ’em in. 

The OPA ceiling on sandwiches 
sold in day coaches is 15c. A cup 
of coffee, a bottle of milk or a 
coke should cost a dime. Dough¬ 
nuts and cookies should sell two 
for 10c and pies and cookies should 
not cost more than a dime either. 
The ceiling on chocolate bars, 
fruits and potato chips is also a 
dime. 

If a proprietor sells some par¬ 
ticular type of sandwich at a price 
higher than 15c or ice cream at 
more than 10c he may continue to 
do so provided that the price is 
plainly marked on the wrapper 
and is identified as an OPA ceil¬ 
ing price. 

Servicemen have been urged to 
report all instances of violations 
to MPs on the trains. The report 
should state the badge number of 
the peddler, the train number, 
date and items sold at prices in 
excess of the ceilings.

The newly appointed Executive 
Officer of the Hospital is no cas¬ 
ual selection for the position. 
Administrating hospital affairs re¬ 
quires much practical knowledge 
and assuredly Lt. Peterson is well 
qualified. 

Born in Beresford, South Da¬ 
kota, the Lieutenant received his 
B. S. degree at the University of 
South Dakota. It was just after 
he had completed post graduate 
work at the U. of Chicago, in its 
School of Chemistry, that the op¬ 
portunity to manage a hospital 
presented itself. He had been 
working for a doctor, a specialist 
in X-ray work, who owned a pri¬ 
vate hospital in Iowa. The re¬ 
sponsibility of supervising it was 
given to Lt. Peterson and he re¬ 
mained in that position for some 
time. 

When the city was planning to 
erect a municipal hospital, it chose 
Lt. Peterson to oversee the con¬ 
struction, organization and man¬ 
agement of this new project. 
Three years later he left that po¬ 
sition to assume a similar one in a 
different city where another hos¬ 
pital was being constructed. In 
September, 1942, while in that po¬ 
sition, he received a commission 
as 2nd Lieutenant, M.A.C. 

His first station was Camp 
Grant and after five weeks came 
transfer to the Port Surgeon’s of¬ 
fice at the San Francisco P. of E. 
Two weeks ago today the Lt. 
celebrated his first anniversary at 
Anza.

"Clean Plate Policy" 

Can Be Successful 

Washington —One American In¬ 
fantry division has saved $83,767 
in five months by food conserva¬ 
tion measures, the War Depart¬ 
ment has disclosed. 

To achieve this saving, mess of¬ 
ficers instituted a “clean plate 
policy” in division mess halls, con¬ 
ducting rigid and continuous in¬ 
spections and impressing upon en¬ 
listed men the idea that food con¬ 
servation is vital to victory. 

Neither the quality nor the 
quantity of the food was sacri¬ 
ficed, the War Department empha¬ 
sized, but waste was eliminated 
by the inspection system and 
“clean plate policy.” Troops were 
instructed to take all they could 
eat—but to eat all they took.
